Pacific Blockade. 


'Taciflc blockade" !s a term Invent- 


ed by Hautefeuille. the French writer 
on international maritime law, to de- 
scribe a blockade exercised by a greut 
power for the purpose of bringing 
pressure to bear on a weaker state 
without actual war. The pacific "blocJi- 
ade has apparently established its\i]f 
as a legitimate means of coercing a 
weak power to observe Its interna- 
tional obligations without resorting to 
war for that purpose. It Is a modem 
development nnd has usually been the 
net of several powers acting In concert. 
It was first employed in 1827, when 
the combined fleets of Great Britain, 
Franco and Russia blockaded a por- 
tion of the Turkish coast 
More re- 


cent instances of Its exorcise were the 
blockade of Crete by the powers in 
1897, the blockade of Venezuelan ports 
by Groat Britain, Germany and Italy 
In 1902 nnd of Turkish porti by the 
powers In 1905.
